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When Frederick M. Bayer was a small boy of five or so, his mother chanced upon the cocoon of a moth. 
They kept it, and he observed its transformation into a moth. This started his interest in natural history, 
and as a teenager he collected seashells, orchids and butterflies. In college, he studied marine biology at 
the University of Miami. As a member of the Air Corps during World War II he was stationed in New 
Guinea, where he studied shells, butterflies and mollusks. The mollusks that he collected are now part of 
the collection of the Department of Systematic Biology in the National Museum of Natural History. 


After the war he joined the staff of the U.S. National Museum. He continued the study of specimens 
from the Pacific Ocean, and identified many new species. He continued to work at the museum and also 
at the Smithsonian Institution. In 1980 he went to Australia and did research at the Roche Research 
Institute of Marine Pharmacology. This led to the identification of many new species, and he published 
over a hundred papers on these subjects. Though he is now retired, he still goes into the Smithsonian 
Institution on a daily basis. 


Although Dr. Bayer began collecting coins over fifty years ago, we met only seven years ago when he 
began a serious pursuit of Ancient coins, particularly the coinage of Alexander the Great of Macedon and 
his successors. One of the most satisfying aspects of my relationship with Dr. Bayer in working with him 
to form his collection has been the opportunity to know him through his eclectic collecting interests both 
professional, and personal. His wide ranging interests reflect his academic training and have provided 
many evenings of interesting conversation over dinner as I came to appreciate his stimulating intellect 


and friendship. 
We are honored to have been selected by "Ted", as he is known to his friends, to offer his collection 
which was assembled with the passion of a scholar and the love of a collector. It is his hope that these 


coins will be disbursed to member of the numismatic fraternity who will enjoy them as much as he did.
